created something ot a sensation In Glasgow 
recently, by being the flrst women doctor* 
ever admitted to practice In the Glasgow In- 
nrmarie*. There are two colleges and in- 
nrmartca there, the Western, connected with 
the university, and the Royal, the Unrest in 
Great Britain and over 100 years old. Dr 
Higley devoted herself to the surgical wards, 
while Dr Chaes chose the medical ward*. 
The chief surgeon of the Royal had never 
even Been a woman doctor, though he re- 
ceived them with great courtesy. 
The 


gawky Scotch student* ware respectful, but 
dumb with amazement 
In eitwnal ap- 


plications the Glasgow doctor* are believed 
by many to be fir anead of American*, but 
in internal treatment they haven t gravi- 
tated a great distance from the dark age*. 


Dr Higley was a resident of Cincinnati 


during several year*. She i* the wife of 
Warren Higley, who was judge of the police 
court there 
Less than three yean ago the 


Hlgteys located in Kew Ifork, th« judge de- 
voting himself to the law, while Mrs. Higley 
took up the study of medicine, and in two 
winters in college accomplished what usually 
takes a student three and sometimes four 
seasons to acquire 
She IB now abroad, de- 


voting herself to hospital practice, and in 
the coming autumn will open an ofBoe In 
New York for the regular practice of her 
profession. 


She does this from love of the practice of 


medicine, not from necessity 
It i* a notice- 


able and significant fact tbat the women who 
are the growth of the present day, a* it were, 
take, verj strongly to careers of activity in 
the profusions. They are lord of laurel*, 
and go honestly to work to win them. The 
times are more propitiatory tor them than 
ever before. Public sentiment U broadening, 
aud avenue, are opening to women that haw 
only to the a*x of bifurcated

WASHINGTON, June 2.—A notable event, 


the marrintte 'of Grover Cleveland, Presi- 
dent of the United States, occurred here 
to-night ,aTHl with it culminated what until 
a lew days previous, had been a matter ol 
doubt, speculation and gossip through- 
out the entire length and breadth ot the 
country. It was a great event, because 
of the exalted position ol the groom— 
Chief Magistrate of a Nation of 60,000,000 
people—and because it was the first 
wedding ot the kind that ever occurred 
under the roof the 'Executive Mansion. 
Yet, notwithstanding the exalted position 
of the President, and that the opportuni- 
ty and occasion almost demanded a great 
and brilliant state wedding, the affair in 
all its preparations, appointments and 
surroundings Jwaw a great home-like wed- 
ding. This was in accordance with Pres- 
ident Cleveland's wishes, and in harmony 
•with the democratic simplicity and nat- 
ural modesty which have characterized 
Grover Cleveland's career whenever and 
wherevyr 
he has filled public office, 


whelher as mayor of a city, Governor of 
the Empire Slate, or President or the 
United States. 


The wedding day was ushered in with 


bright beautiful weather, and almost with 
the rising inn came the bride and her 
klnfolk to the Executive Mansion, after 
their night journey Irom New York. The 
day at the mansion was a comparatively 
quiet OTU;, when the importance of Its 
closing events is considered. Ol course 
there was considerable stir and activity 
and excitement on the part of those upon 
whom devolved the duties of Iliml prepa- 
ration for the wedding; but it is safe to 
bay that the President, although quite as- 
active uiul industrious as any around tin 
mansion, \\us the least excited of any 
lie was early in the library transacting 
ollli-liil business, lie directed that three 
private pension bill vetoes be sent t« 
Congress; had a tonfeience by appoint 
moiit with Senator Van Wyck; saw Sec- 
leturies L.imar and Fuircliikl about some 
Interior mid Treasury Department mat. 
ters; had several shoit conferences wilt 
]>r Slimier!mid about the details of the 
marriage service and found time early in 
the afternoon to take a drive alone out in 
his landau. 


About half-past six o'clock this evening 


the bustle aud excitement of preparation 
lor the event began to transform itself 
Into realization. Invited guests—Cabinet 
officers and their wives who were not 
abiding in the mansion then begun to ar- 
rive. They were at once shown to the 
slate diniiig-iooin, where they Jivested 
tln-msehes of their wraps, and then re- 
puired to the Blue room, where Mlsa 
Cleveland and other relatives of the bride 
ami groom, together with Dr Sunder- 
land were awaiting to receive them. The 
assembled guests, standing on the eastern 
and western titles of the oval-shaped Blue 
room where the marriage ceremony took 
place, had but a few minutes to wait, for 
promptly at scvei. o'clock the President 
with his bride leaning upon his arm came 
down stairs, and entering through the 
northerndoorway,advanced to the center ot 
the room, and there stood facing the back 
ground of palms, ferns and flowers In the 
southern end of the room. 


Dr. Snnderland, assisted by the Presi- 


dent's brother, Eev. Wm. Cleveland, 
stood lacing the bride and groom.

OPENING DEAD LETTERS 


The women do the bulk of the dead letter 


office business, and it is wonderful how 
much this business amounts to 
During the 


past year 4 800 000 letters were received at 
the dead letter office, making an a% erage of 
15,000 for every working day 
Nearly 


4,000 000 of these letters were nevei called 
for at the rost-ifflees to which they were 
directed, and rU UOO of them were tent to 
hotels and reached there after the guests for 
whom they were intended had left 
The 


ladies of the dead letter office look over these 
15,000 letters which come in daily 
One set 


does nothing but open the letters, another 
reads and sort t them, and another examines 
and redirects them to the proper places. 
A great many of the letters are mis- 
directed, 
1,000 
of this kind come to 


the office every day 
These misdirected 


letters are ciphered, if possible, without 
opening, and sent to toe persons for 
whom they were intended. Women who un- 
derstand foreign languages are engaged in 
fhis business, as many of the letters are 
written by foreigners. Many of the letters 
contain money, and last year there was 
133,000 In cash among them, and more than 
$1,500,000 worth of drafts and money orders. 
Eighty-four thousand letters contained post- 
age stamps, 33,000 photographs and 26,000 
articles of merchandise. All of this matter 
must be returned to the owner, or, if that is 
Dot possible, the money is covered into the 
treasury and the merchandise is sold at auc- 
tion. 


In 1834 there were 27 male clerks in the 


dead letter office, and 78 female clerks. The 
annual pay roll of the mael clerks was 
$37,400, an average of $4.41 per day 
The 


annual pay roll of the 78 female clerks was 
$73,420, or an average of $3 31 per day 
The 


men did practically the same work as the 
women, but they received $1 more a day 
for it, and had the men s work been done 
by women, the government would have 
saved $6311 
Had tha men done all the 


work at t ha-above rate, the payroll would 
have had to be increased $24,155 
It would 


seem that an equalization board ought to be 
appointed, and that Uncle Sam at least 
should give* his nieces the same pay as his 
nephews when they do the same work.

good place for women) 


It seems to me that it la The hours of 


labor are short, the work Is not such that it 
overtaxes the system, and the labor is hon- 
orable. The salaries are better than women 
can make in almost any other occupation, 
and the associations are what the women 
choose to make them. There used to be an 
idea that women in the departments were as 
a role questionable characters, that they 
were indebted to politicians solely for their 
appointment, and that the appointments 
were often given in the way of a bar- 
gam for questionable relations with such 
congressmen*. There may have been in- 
stances of this character, but they are by 
no means common, and ninety-nine hun- 
dredth* of the women In the departments to- 
day are as pure ai any in the countr j 
The 


civil service reform has remedied 
tha 


chances for an evil which has always been 
exaggerates, and no woman who wishes to 
be honest need fear that she will be insulted 
without cause while working for the govern- 
ment 


The government clerks stand well In 


Washington city 
They are far above the 


average of the intelligence of men doing the 
same character of work which they do 
throughout the country, 
and association 


with them can hardly be detrimental to 
women. Washington Is a pleasant place in 
which to live. It is expensive or cheap, as 
one wishes to make it, and it Is to be in the 
future the great educational, social and lit- 
erary center of the country 
There is no rea- 


son why women should not undergo the 
civil service examination and partake of its 
advantages.

Elass of work often receive higher salaries 
than the women, and a $1,400 clerk and a 
tl 000 clerk are employed on the same work 
at times, and the tl 000 woman perhaps 
does the most 
It was in 1362 that women 


entered tha service as copyists and counters 
at a salary of f 720 per year 
They were not 


eligible to clerkships. At this same time the 
men appointed to clerkships received $1,200 
a year, and later, when the salary of such 
women was raised to $900, men doing the 
same work were paid as hi^h as $1,200 and 
$1,600 per annum. In 1870 women were 
made eligible to clerkships, and since then 
they have been promoted until now two re- 
ceive $1,800 a } ear 
But the high priced 


women clerka are very few, and men who 
do as good work receive as a rule better pay 
and an more certain of holding their posi- 
tions. 


The young men, in the department*, as 


a rule, have no one but themselves to care 
for, and if you ask them why they are not 
married, they will tell yon that then- salary 
Is not Urge enough for them to support 
wives 
Nearly all of the single women in 


the departments have others depending 
upon them. 
Many of them send their 


sisters or brothers to school, and many of 
them are widows, who in this way support 
and educate their families.
